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From Monday April 18th, 1994 CNN Reports of the President Richard M. Nixon's hospitalization 


At 5:45 P.M that day Nixon was stricken by a stoke at his home in Park Ridge, New Jersey. He was taken to 
New York Cornell hospital were he passed away 4 days later 
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former Secretary of State Lawrence Eagleburger and former US ambassador to the United Nations Jeanne 
Kirkpatrick the topic is Bosnia we'll be taking your phone calls before we rejoin our discussion here I've just 
been informed by our producer Peter Tedeschi that Reuters is reporting that former President Richard Nixon 
has been hospitalized we don't know the nature of the hospitalization or the illness as we get more details we 
will of course bring that information to you back to you both right now this is CNN breaking news hello I'm 
CNN center in Atlanta a spokesman for former President Richard Nixon has now confirmed to CNN that the 
81 year old former President had a stroke about three hours ago at his home he has been taken to New York 
Hospital Cornell Medical Center where he is reported to be in intensive care doctors described his condition 
as stable we will have more details as they become available again a spokesperson for former president 
Richard Nixon confirms that the former president has had a stroke he is in intensive care his condition is 
described as stable for now in Susan Roccat CNN center in Atlanta more details at the top of the hour back 
now on Larry King Live on Frank Sesno sitting in for Larry this evening | would like to diverge a bit from for 
the moment from Bosnia having heard that former President Nixon has been hospitalized with the stroke 
both of you know him both of you have worked with him in fact you were commenting ambassador 
Kirkpatrick that you saw him not long ago and have seen him since around since his trip to Russia and he 
seemed to be in remarkably a good health market he did a report here in town to grab the large group of 
people on his trip to Russia and he was in just remarkably good form he spoke for 60 minutes without a note 
perfectly organized beautifully informed well structured sentences he answered questions for half an hour 
again and never dropped a thread of a question 
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never dropped a thread of a question always interesting he was | think really one of the | never worked for 
him by the way but he was one of the really comfortable enormous race of competent foreign policy thinkers 
of our times | think that and this was his love and his passion even after his fall from grace in office yeah | 
you know you can't ignore history but having said that | think of all the presidents | have known or had 
anything to do with or studied | think | have to say Richard Nixon forget the domestic side | can't speak to 
that but in terms of foreign policy he was probably the best president with regard to that in terms of his 
complete understanding of it well | that we've had why was it what was it about his grasp or his vision or he 
had a sense of the importance of the use of force if you will but he also had a sense of how the importance of 
the United States and how we ought to be trying to deal with the whole host of problems he had he had an 
innate sense for it and of the tactics and strategy to teach to use that | just found unique he he knew what he 
was trying to accomplish | think that yes he had a real sense of uses of power | don't agree with Mary that 
he's the most successful president and the foreign policy domain that I'm so excited intellectually well | think 


right nice thank you it sure was very good I think Ronald Reagan wasn't as successful | truly do in the 
following domain in foreign policy in our times and | think George Bush was a very good and very successful 
but Richard Nixon also writes books and gives brilliant lectures and you know | think that people like Larry 
and be greatly appreciate that as well checking this hours headlines former US President Richard Nixon is in 
the intensive care unit of a New York City Hospital at this hour after suffering a stroke

hour after suffering a stroke earlier this evening he is reported to be conscious and a Nixon spokeswoman 
says quote he's fine end quote doctors say the 81 year old former president is in stable condition and is 
being treated with anti-clotting drugs mr. Nixon was president from 1969 until 1974 when he was forced to 
resign by the water Gate scandal but former US Secretary of State Laurence Eagleburger who worked for 
Nixon speaks admiring Li of the former president's command of diplomacy and international affairs he 
understood the ramifications of foreign policy he was like a good chess player he could see that if you moved 
on a DAT whatever that there were three or four play plays down the road that he had to be cognizant of | 
just think he was one fantastic practitioner the art of diplomacy and the management of foreign policy in a 
very tough time | also have to say that as watergate became more critical it was much more difficult for him 
obviously to manage the foreign policy of the United States under those circumstances and we can't avoid 
that either Eagleburger says Nixon's greatest accomplishment was negotiating the withdrawal with honor of 
US forces from Vietnam again former president Richard Nixon suffered a stroke earlier this evening he is 
said to be conscious and in stable condition at a New York City Hospital 
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
